Our nursery is located in the mountains, at 2500 feet 
altitude. Our winters are long and cold, with much snow 
and ice, yet our trees perform well. Note the four-year- 
old tree and its b:ossoms, after withstanding 22 degrees 


below zero.

Some trees begin 
bearing in the nursery. They continue to bear and in- 
crease the yield from year to year.

Not only will these sturdy trees produce crops of 
large, sweet, delicious, full-flavored Chestnuts within 
three to four years, but they rapidly develop into lovely 


shade trees to grace any home ground. 











Many people think that 
Chestnut trees have to be 
several years old or fully grown 
before bearing nuts. Look at 
this little tree on the right. 
It is making its third year’s 
growth and is maturing twenty 
burs that will contain probably 


a pound of nuts. 








The photograph at left is that of a promising young 
seedling setting one bur while making its second year’s 
growth. It was planted in our test orchard when one 
year old, being a straight whip about 30 inches high. 
These two photographs prove that Chinese Blght- 
Resistant Chestnut trees will produce nuts while very 
young. Our stock frequently produces nuts in. the 
nursery row, and when transplanted to the orchard the 
trees commence bearing as soon as they become well 


established.
